HE Executors of the Win of the late Doctor 
STRATFORD, being left with a large diſcretion- 
ary Power in the Diſtribution of the Reſidue 


Ar che Time of his Death (in September 17 - 3) his 
whole perſonal Eſtate amounted to the ſum of Fifteen 
thouſand three hundred and ſixty five Pounds ;---his veal 
conſiſted only of a ſmall Freehold Eſtate in Weſtmorland, 
of about the clear yearly value of Fourteen Pounds, _ 


which Was ſpecifically deviſed. 
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Bux his Will, he bequeathed to his Relations, (none of 


whom were nearer than Couſins,) to his Friends and 


Acquaintance, as therein particularly mentioned, about 


three thouſand Pounds. 


Hrs Houſes in the Town of Northampton (his na- 


tive Place) he had given in his Life-Time to his Rela- 


tions; to whom allo, as well as to many of his Acquain- 
tance and Friends, he had been, on ſeveral occalions, 1 re- 


markably kind and beneficent. 


By his Will, he likewiſe bequeathed the following 


ſpecific charitable Legacies, to wit.

| Houſe-keepers, putting out poor Children Appren- 
| tices, cloathing poor old People, and poor Boys and 
Girls, and in any public Charity or charitable Uſes 


which his Executors ſhould approve of.“ 
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As the Dioceſe of Cheſter, particularly that part of 


it called the Archdeaconry of Richmond (of which 
Dr, STRATFORD was Commiſſary) abounded in a re- 


markable manner with ſmall Livings; and the Provi- 
ſion for the inferior Clergy (many of them with nu- 
merous Families) was wretchedly poor and ſcanty ;--- 

And as Dr. STRATFORD 1n his Life-Time, was a great 


Promoter of the Augmentation of poor Cures, the Ex- 


ecutors (after Payment of the ſpecific Legacies, and 
ſhewing a proper Regard to the ſeveral charitable Di- 


rections of the Will,) thought they could not more ef- 


fectually anſwer the truly pious Intentions of their 


Teſtator, than by applying Part of ſuch Reſidue to 
this Purpoſe; And by the Donations following, they 
have happily brought about the Augmentation of the 


under-mentioned Cures, to wit.

As the Sum Total of the Diſburſements appears 


from this Account to exceed the original Inventory of 
Dr. STRAaTForD's Effects, it is neceſſary to obſerve, 


that the above Surplus was occaſioned by the Intereſt 


which accrued from the ſeveral Mortgages, &c. before 
the principal Money due thereupon was diſcharged; 
for which, the Executors always exactly accounted as 
the ſame came to their Hands; and by means thereof 
they not only made this Addition to the charitable 
| Legacies, but alſo were enabled to defray the Expences 
of obtaining a Decree or Order in Chancery, which was 


abſolutely neceſſary, and of other Proceedings in Law, 
to recover ſome of the Teſtator's Effects, the Charge of 


an elegant Monument done in London by Mr. Rov- 
BILLIAC, the funeral Expences, and a variety of othe!
